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DEATH OF 
LORD KEYNES: 


London, April 21. 

Lord John Maynard Keynes, 
world famous British econo- 
mist, died today at the age of 
62 at his Sussex home.° 

The jate Lord Keynes first at- 
tracted widespread attention in 
1919 when he published — the 
“Reonomic Consequences — of 
Pence,” which — xeverely and 
vigorously attacked the Versail- 
les Peace, ‘He was the principle 
representative | of the British 
‘Treasury at the Pence Confer- 
ence and condemned the repara- 
tions clauses while they were 
being drafted, immediately fol- 
lowing which he resigned, 

His book foreenst the world 
economic collapse of a decade 
later and the 1980 world ten- 
sian, He beeame the leading 
econcmist. advocate of Govern- 
ment spending to halt inflation- 
ury business cycles. He visited 
the White House in Washington 
and is credited with an {mport- 
ant role in shaping some of the 
Inte President Roosevelt's New 
Deal economic policies, such as 
pump-priming expenditures, 

During World War Ll Lord 
Keynes was appointed ‘to the 
Trensury Consultative Council 
und urged compulsory saving, 
the principles of which were set 
out in the book “How to Pay 
For the War,” which was pub- 
lished in 1940. England later 
adopted some of his measures. 

The deceased was born on 
June, 5, 1888, in Cambridge and 
was made a Bartn in 1942, He 
took the title of Baron Keynes 
of Tilton. He was elected direc- 
tor of the Bank of England in 
1941, succeeding Lord Josiah
